It would also conflict with the 
revenue laws of the State and therefore 
retard the collection of taxes while 
resulting iu no practical benefit to the 
general taxpayer, although possibly it 
might be advantageous to the wealthier 
class, of whom, unfortunately, there 
are but few in Nevada. Therefore, be- 
lieving that legislation should afford 
tho greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber, he withholds his approval of the 
bill. 


THE MINNESOTA MKTHO1I, 


"No State shall, without the consent 


of Congress, lay any imposts or duties 
on imports or exports," says the Con- 
stitution of the United States. Tho 
Minnesota Legislature proposes to 
evade this inhibition by the enactment 
of a law under Uie guise of a measure 
in the interest of the public health. A 
bill which is now before the Legisla- 
ture of that State provides for the in- 
spection of cattle, sheep aud hogs or 
any part thereof brought into the State 
for sale. For inspection of slaughtered 
cattle the fee is twenty-five ceuts for 
each carcass or part thereof and ten 
cents for hogs and sheep. It is held 
that every side of bacon would have 
to be inspected and would be taxed 
ten cents. This would virtually ex- 
clude meats froo< Illinois, Nebraska, 
Iowa and other States as every piece 
of beef, pork or mutton would have to 
be inspected and stamped. 


Complaint has been made against 


Germany, France and other European 
nations for discriminating against 
American cattlo and meats, but no 
more restrictive regulations have been 
prescribed for tho exclusion of Ameri- 
can meats from foreign countries than 
those proposed by the Minnesota Leg- 
islature.

Night Between Florlston and My»tlc. 
.About tbe time that passenger train 


No. 1 should have arrived here last eve- 
ning a report came that an accident 
had occurred west of Verdi.

It took 
some time to get at the facts and finally 
it was learned that u wreck had taken 
place and the engine, mail and express 
car had been derailed near Mystic, 
some seventeen mile's west of here and 
that Engineer Geary and his fireman 
were injured, but not dangerously, also 
that mail agent Roundy was seriously 
hurt. 
Passenger train No. 4, west- 


bound, was side-tracked here, and at 
10:45 a wrecking train with crew and 
Superintendent Agler passed through, 
having made tbe run from Wadsworth 
in an hour and ten minutes. A wreck- 
ing train was also dispatched 
from 


Truckee. The wreck was caused by 
the engine striking a large boulder 
which had rolled from the side hill 
on to the track. It was not known at 
1 o'clock how long it would take to 
clear the track, and from the location 
it was thought that it would be a dif- 
ficult matter to build around the wreck. 
It is probable that trains will be run- 
ning through all right this morning.
